the Soviet Union.

But, said district general 
manager William R. Seeger at 
a luncheon gathering of the 
Sausalito Rotary Club yester­ 
day, “Never has Mann County 
been without rain at some time 
in a year.”

Candidate Mautner 
is also a Redwood High lan­ 
guage teacher. 
Meanwhile, the remaining 
candidates and a scant half- 
dozen non-candidates, gath­ 
ered last night at the Olive 
school for the third in a 
series of weekly candidates’ 
nights. 
They heard Harvey 
Vicchio, Clarion Payne, Al­ 
lan Marks, William Loewen 
and Charles Johnson state 
their views on Jan. 12 elec­ 
tion issues. 
Vicchio, a tel phone engineer 
and 
member of the 
North 
Marin Sanitary District board, 
insisted that one of the first 
duties of the new council will 
be to make Novato attractive 
to “desirable industry."

The President and his for­ 
eign policy adviser were clos­ 
eted in the President’s car as 
the train sped him from Tou­ 
lon to Paris, where he will at­ 
tend a meeting of the Western 
summit. 
As the train swept past vine­

people even realized that Presi­ 


dent Eisenhower was aboard. 
French 
security * precautions 
barred people from stations 
along the route and the split- 
second timetable was kept se­ 
cret. 
A few who had waited 
for a glimpse of the President 
waved at the train as it sped 
past small towns. 
The President looked fit and 
cheerful after his three-day 
Mediterranean cruise.

echoing 21-gun salute 
greeted the U. S. heavy cruiser 
Des Moines as she brought the 
President into Toulofi harbor, 
and French sailors snapped to 


attention as the President step­

French soil. 
Brightly decked small boats 
criss-crossed t h e Mediterran­ 
ean harbor and the sailors of 
the French fleet lined the rails 
of their warships to render 
honors to the President. 
A bright sun glistened off 
the spic and span vessels and 
a few' fluffy clouds floated 
lazily overhead.

Slow Starters. 
Need A Chance 
EDITOR. _ 
Independent-Jou rnal: 
You r recent article in the 
Ind epend ent-Jou rnal (Satu r­ 
day , Dec. 121 c o n c e r n i n g 
“Slow Starters Pose Problem 
for College,” needs fu rther ex ­ 
planation. 
I hav e been at the College 
of Marin for 3 0 y ears and hav e 
probably knowm most of the 
“slow starters.” 
The “slow starters” come to 
the College after 12 y ears in 
other Marin Cou nty Schools. 
The College of Marin is their 
last chance, so far as a pu blic 
edu cation is concerned, and I 
believ e in giv ing any one a last 
chance. 
It is not possible to change 
stu dy habits significantly be­ 
tween the time a stu dent reg­ 
isters in Septem ber and the 
time he flu nks ou t in Janu ary . 
It has been my ex perience 
that more than one sem ester 
is needed for the “slow start­ 
e r” to realize that “this is it.” 
Coming from high school, 
w'here he has been regim ent­ 
ed from the time he enters 
school in the morning u ntil 
the time he gets ou t of school 
at three o'clock in the after­ 
noon, the new-fou nd freedom 
u nder w’hich he has to assu me 
the responsibility of regu lat­ 
ing his owm daily schedu le of 
stu dy and play makes the first 
semester at college seem like 
a breeze. 
The instru ctor stands u p in 
front of the class, lectu res, 
and nothing mu ch happens 
e d u c a t i o n a l l y u ntil the 
sev enth or eighth w'eek when 
the stu dents gets his f i r s t 
grade report. Sometimes this 
shock treatm ent sends him to 
the library , bu t he is already 
six w'eeks behind and that 
means a lot of m aterial to 
make u p. 
In the meantime, the in­ 
stru ctor is lectu ring on m ater­ 
ial based on the 
f i r s t s i x 
weeks and by the time the 
bewildered stu dent knows it 
the sem ester is ov er and he is 
on probation or has “flu nked 
ou t.” 
I don't for one minu te think 
we are going to salv age the 
entire crop, bu t the history 
of the ju nior college in Cali­ 
fornia will prov e that a su f­ 
ficient nu m ber are salv aged 
to w arrant keeping them in 
school for at least a y ear. 
Ev en the Univ ersity of Cali­ 
fornia. which only permits the 
top 15 % of ou r high school 
gradu ates to enter, permits 
them to stay a y ear and many 
of the weaker stu dents do 
make good the second semes­ 
ter. Some of the ones w ho do 
not make good the second 
sem ester 
at 
the 
u niv ersity 
come back to the ju nior col­ 
lege where they are giv en an­ 
other chance and, su rprising­ 
ly , make good u nder a little 
additional “sy mpathetic home 
treatm ent.” 
Let u s take a few ex amples 
of the so called “late bloom­ 
e r” or “slow starter”: 
Stu dent X came to Marin 
from Bakersfield Ju nior Col­ 
lege with an av erage grade of 
1.20 (D plu sj. Under 
s om e 


plans which I hav e h e a r d 
abou t recently , he w ou l d 
nev er hav e been perm itted to 
attend his second sem ester at 
Bakersfield and certainly on 
the basis of his record there, 
shou ld nev er hav e been ad­ 
mitted to Marin. At Marin his 
grade av erage for cou rses tak­ 
en at Marin was 2.9 (nearly a 
B Av erage» . He wanted to be 
a medical doctor. A fter gradu ­ 
ation at Marin he wras adm it­ 
ted to one of the leading med­ 
ical schools in the state. To­ 
day he is a v ery su ccessfu l 
phy sician and su rgeon in the 
East Bay . Was he worth a sec­ 
ond chance? I believ e so. 
Let’s take a more recent 
case. Stu dent Y came to u s 
after hav ing gradu ated from 
Marin Catholic High School 
with a v ery mediocre record. 
His av erage grade at the end 
of six sem esters was 1.0 (D 
av erage). He probably h a d 
been “on the carpet” more 
than any other stu dent we had 
ev er had. He was one of the 
best card play ers in the “ Cafe­ 
teria 
Fraternity .” 
Nothing 
seemed to distu rb him and he 
shou ld hav e been flu nked ou t. 
Howev er, ou r tests show-ed 
that he had an I.Q. of 127; not 
bad, when y ou consider that 
an I.Q. of 115 is considered by 
Dr. Conant to indicate an aca­ 
demically 
talented 
stu dent. 
Finally , in 19 5 4 Uncle Sam 
cau ght u p with him and he 
serv ed two y ears in the Army . 
On his discharge he wanted 
to retu rn to Marin. 
The Dean of Men threw' u p 
his hands in despair, “Retu rn 
to Marin? Nev er, if he had 
any thing to say abou t it!” To 
make a long story short, I ap­ 
prov ed his retu rn and he com­ 
pleted 3 1 u nits with an av er­ 
age grade of 3 .1 (B plu s). He 
then applied to a well known 
Bay Area u niv ersity and was 
im mediately 
denied 
admis­ 
sion. Back he came to me. 
Arm ed with a letter from me, 
which firlly ou tlined his prog­ 
ress, the u niv ersity president 
admitted him. His grades hav e 
been thorou ghly satisfactory 
at this u niv ersity . He will 
gradu ate in Janu ary and plans 
to continu e for an additional 
y ear to secu re a general sec­ 
ondary credential and teach 
in high school. The u niv ersity 
is su re that he will be able to. 
Many of the cases do not 
tu rn ou t as happily ; bu t I 
know, and cou nt am ong my 
y ou nger friends, many Marin 
Cou nty residents and tax pay -

Fluoridationists 
Urge Health Too 


EDITOR. 
Independent-Jou rnal: 
The letter of Mrs. Edith 
Foley (Dec. 14 ) e q u a t i n g 
dental health with phy sical 
health leav es the inescapable 
conclu sion that this theory is 
at odds#with those who adv o­ 
cate flu oridation. 
Nothing cou ld be farther 
from the tru th. 
Mrs. Foley , no responsible 
flu oridationist maintains for 
a moment that proper nu tri­ 
tion is NOT essential to good 
dental health. In fact, nu tri­ 
tion and regu lar toothbru sh- 
ing are basic. Bu t flu oridated 
water, in those areas (like Ma­ 
rin) where the lev el of flu or­ 
ide in water is not adeq u ate 
to make teeth decay -resistant, 
can prov ide great assistance. 
The U.S. Pu blic Health Serv ­ 
ice tells u s that it can redu ce 
the amou nt of decay normal 
teeth 
are heir to by two- 
thirds. 
Look at it this way : dentists 
hav e been say ing for y ears 
that im proper diet (for ex ­ 
ample, candy and pop) is in­ 
ju riou s to teeth, y et this has 
not cu t the rate of tooth de­ 
cay any more than the cancer 
scare has cu t the consu mption 
of cigarets. Bu t since we hav e 
in flu oridated water, which 
is so highly recom m ended by 
phy sicians and dentists, a pre­ 
v entiv e which can r e d u c e 
tooth decay , it seems at once 
lu dicrou s and tragic that we 
do not adopt it 
as soon pos­ 
sible. . . . 
Think not, Mrs. Foley , that 
y ou are alone in y ou r desire 
for adeq u ate diet for all. Bu t 
do think that flu oride as an 
elem ent added to y ou r diet 
can help to maintain healthy 
teeth. The cost is less than 25 c 
a v ogr.

Try to av oid the price of a 
plu mber, and y ou ru n into 
trou ble. 
It all started with the idea 
that we shou ld stop doing 
diapers by hand in the bath­ 
tu b. Other clothes, too. 
So we bou ght a washing ma­ 
chine. That was months ago. 
And the idea tu rned ou t, for 
aw'hile, to be a fine one. 
The machine is one of those 
things in which y ou p l a c e 
dirty clothes, some soap, and 
then tu rn some knobs. After 
that the things chu rn arou nd 
a bit and make interesting 
noises, lights flash and bells 
ring. Then y ou hav e a nice 
wad of wet lau ndry that y ou 
pick ou t and hang u p. (We 
hav en’t gotten to the au to­ 
matic drier stage.) 


THEN WE MOVED, and the 
washer, an old friend by that 
time, went right along with 
u s. 
We simply hooked 
u p 
some hoses to some fau cets, 
and another big long black 
hose to a drainpipe that stood 
stu rdily along a wall. 
Then we mov ed again. And 
tha t’s when I decided I was a 
better plu m ber and carpenter 
than I cou ld hire. 
The first thing was that the 
prev iou s owners had another 
kind of washing machine. It 
stood on a block of concrete 
that is fastened to more con­ 
crete in the floor. Ou r washer 
wou ld not fit ju st right on that 
block, and first of all there 
were two metal things sticking 
ou t of it that had to be cu t 
down. 


SO I SET ABOUT fooling 
the ex perts. First I borrowed 
a saw that cou ld cu t metal, 
and the lender gav e me in­ 
stru ctions on how I tu rned 
this thing and that to get the 
blade in the right position. 
So I sawed and sawed and 
sawed. 
It was like cu tting 
frozen bu tter with a Christ­ 
mas card. It worked. Hou r lat­ 
er, it worked. Then I cu t the 
other metal thing off. 
The only way , I dev ined, 
that I cou ld get the washer 
to sit on that block was to 
„bu ild a little wooden platform 


on the block. T hat’s simple, I 
thou ght. And hou rs later, with 
blood pou ring from my finger­ 
tips, I had bu ilt the platform. 
I ev en pu t a fancy metal strip­ 
ping along the front edge to 
make it look professional. It’s 
a little lop-sided. 
Bu t I did something else 
real smart. Before I mov ed 
that little old washing m a­ 
chine in there, I pu rchased a 
pipe for the drain, and before 
that-1 rented a bi g 
p i p e 
wrench to remov e the nipple 
of the old pipe. Otherwise the 
pipe for the drain wou ld not 
fit. This is really getting tech­ 
nical. Bu t we big contractors 
alway s like to throw arou nd 
words that no one else u nder­ 
stands. 


WELL, ANYWAY, I got the 
drain pipe on and we pu shed 
the machine into place. Then 
with an old wooden spoon I 
poked arou nd behind the m a­ 
chine to straighten ou t all 
those hoses and cords to get 
them adju sted ju st right. The 
main difficu lty in that oper­ 
ation was stomach. It kept get­ 
ting in the way . 


We sent a small boy behind 
there to try to get the drain 
hooked, bu t he didn’t u nder­ 
stand what we were talking 
abou t, and he kept darting ou t 
front to ask u s what we were 
doing. He’s still asking. 


AS A MATTER of fact the 
drain pipe was too low. I 
mean I can’t fit the drain hose 
into it. And I’ll be blamed if 
1 11 mov e ou t the washer again 
loosen all those hoses a n d 
cords and get ou t the drain 
pipe. Plu mber cou ld probably 
pu t an ex tension on it in a 
jiffy . 
He’s not going to get 
a 
chance. I’v e searched high and 
low for some kind of an ex ­ 
tension — plastic or some­ 
thing. Store people are look­ 
ing at me with a sort of v agu e 
distru st. 
Bu t I think I’v e hit on a 
solu tion. May be one of those 
chrome 
tailpipe 
ex tensions. 
Then I’ll get s om e t a p e 
and . . .

Atomic Experts' Disarmament Plan 
Has Holes But Worth Discussing 


While another presidential 
committee is searching for a 
U. S. disarm am ent policy , one 
of the most informed critics 
of the administration’s past 
disarm am ent programs h a s 
come forward with a new and 
concrete proposal of his own. 
Its au thor is Thomas E. 
Mu rray , a long time m em ber 
of the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission and now consu ltant to 
the Joint Congressional Com­ 
mittee on Atomic Energy . His 
knowledge 
a n d 
ex perience 
giv e him the credentials to 
speak ou t. His ideas shou ld 
not be lightly dismissed. 
It seems to me that M u rray 
has made a strong case for the 
kind of disarm am ent he wants 
to achiev e and a debatable 
case for the method by which 
he aims to achiev e it. 


HIS PURPOSE is to dis­ 
mantle the capacity of any 
nation to u se “v iolence” to 
fu rther political ends. He de­ 
fines v iolence as the u se of 
military power in su ch an ex ­ 
tensiv e, indiscriminating, or 
ev en u nlimited measu re and 
m anner as threatens the ex ­ 
istence of all mankind. 
His pu rpose is to retain the 
u se of force either to serv e 
the national interest or to pu t 
it behind international law. 
He defines “force” as the u se 
of military power in su ch a 
limited measu re and in su ch 
a discriminating m anner that 
its u se can be made to serv e 
legitimate political goals. 
It seems to me that Mu rray 
is talking honestly and can­ 
didly . He is say ing that to 
propou nd grandiose disarm a­ 
ment schemes to 
d i s c a r d 
ev ery thing is either foolhardy 
or 
misleading. .He 
believ es 
that discriminate force mu st 
be retained as defense against 
aggression and also be av ail­ 
able to serv e collectiv e secu r­ 
ity throu gh the U. N. or other 
organizations. 


IN HIS SPEECH ou tlining 
his concept before the Insti­ 
tu te of World Affairs in Pasa- 


dena. Mu rray pu t it this way : 
“The past decade has been 
an era of terror becau se ov er 
it has hu ng the threat of v io­ 
lence — u ncontrolled, u nlim­ 
ited, both politically and mor­ 
ally absu rd. Ou r immediate 
and u rgent pu rpose, there- 
fore, mu st be to effect an or­ 
derly dismantling of the Era 
of Terror, by dissipating this 
threat of v iolence.” 


His concrete proposal for 
doing this has two parts: 
1 — That an international 
agency be constitu ted and lo­ 
cated on neu tral territory and 
empowered to su perv ise the 
sy stematic destru ction of the 
megaton 
weapons 
in 
t h e 
American and Sov iet stock­ 
piles. 


2 — That the destru ction be 
done on a matching basis, 
weapon by eq u al weapon, that 
each side hand ov er to the 
agency one megaton weapon 
at a time, beginning with the 
highest range. 


THERE ARE certainly soma 
q u estions which mu st be rais­ 
ed 
concerning 
the 
method 
Mu rray proposed to achiev e 
his pu rpose. 
He proposes megaton dis­ 
armam ent withou t v erification 
If Ru ssia wants su ch disarm­ 
am ent as mu ch as we do, why 
shou ldn t she accept inspec­ 
tion? 
He say s: “We mu st assu me 
that the Sov iet s t o c k p i l e 
matches ou r own.” Bu t what 
if ou rs doesn’t match Ru s- 
sia’s? Then the Sov iets will 
be left with u ndestroy ed me­ 
gaton bombs. 
Under the 
Mu rray 
plan, 
neither side wou ld know what! 
if any . the other side had left’ 
W ou ldn’t that create intoler­ 
able tension? 
I am not su ggesting that 
Mu rray may not hav e good an­ 
swers for these q u estions. I 
am su ggesting that he has be­ 
gu n a constru ctiv e, timely de­ 
bate and that his proposals 
deserv e the most searching 
con sid eration . 
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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Water Shortage Has Caused 
Additional Fire Hazards 


In our concern over the possible wa­ 
ter shortage, we must not overlook an­ 
other potential danger due to the lack 
of rain. 
It is still the fire season in Marin 
County. Hills are still dangerously dry. 
Reports of brush fires burning over hun­ 
dreds of acres in Southern California 
may seem remote, but it could happen 
here. 
Motorists who carelessly toss lighted 
cigarettes out of their car windows while 
driving up the Waldo grade, might 
pause and give thought to what they 
could start. 
The county fire department is so con­ 
cerned it is being maintained at full 
strength. No vacations yet for the fire­ 
men—and there probably won't be until 
the hills turn green. 
But grass blazes are not the only fire 
danger at this time of year. Christmas 
trees in homes add another hazard. 
This year particularly, when there 
was so little rain in the mountains, the 


trees are not as vigorously green as in 
other years. They are more likely to 
day out quicker. 
When you see those 
pine needles start to fall, that’s a warn­ 
ing that the tree is really dry and the 
faster you get it out of the house the 
better. 
There are two other big fire dangers 
around the holidays. Often the oldest, 
most frayed extension cords are dug out 
of storage to reach the tree from the 
wall plug. There’s only one thing that 
should be done with such cords—get rid 
of them. 
And again, people who like their 
Christmas trees often hate to turn them 
out, so they leave the house with the 
lights still burning merrily. Sometimes 
when they return, the house isn’t there 
any more. 
We don't want to dampen your Christ­ 
mas spirits. But warning you to be care­ 
ful won't dampen your spirits half as 
much as only a little one alarm fire 
would.

Slow Starters 
Need A Chance 
EDITOR, 
Independént-Journal: 
Your recent article in the 
Independent - Journal (Satur­ 
day, Dec. 12) c o n c e r n i n g 
“Slow Starters Pose Problem 
for College,” needs further ex­ 
planation. 
I have 'been at the College 
of Marin for 30 years and have 
probably known most of the 
“slow starters.” 
The “slow starters” come to 
the College after 12 years in 
other Marin County Schools. 
The College of Marin is their 
last chance, so far as a public 
education is concerned, and I 
believe in giving anyone a last 
chance. 
It is not possible to change 
study habits significantly be­ 
tween the time a student reg­ 
isters in September and the 
time he flunks out in January. 
It has been my experience 
that more than one semester 
is needed for the “slow start­ 
er” to realize that “this is it.” 
Coming from high, school,, 
where he has been regiment­ 
ed from the time he enters 
school in the morning until 
the time he gets out of school 
at three o'clock in the after­ 
noon. the new-found freedom 
under which he has to assume 
the responsibility of regulat­ 
ing his own daily schedule of 
study and play makes the first 
semester at college seem like 
a breeze. 
The instructor stands up in 
front of the class, lectures, 
and nothing much happens 
e d u c a t i o n a l l y until the 
seventh or eighth week when 
the students gets his f i r s t 
grade report. Sometimes this 
shock treatm ent sends him to 
the library, but he is already 
six weeks 'behind and. that 
means a lot of material to 
make up. 
In the meantime, the in­ 
structor is lecturing on m ater­ 
ial based on the f i r s t s i x 
weeks and by the time the 
bewildered student knowrs it 
the semester is over and he is 
on probation or has “flunked 
out.” 
I don’t for one minute think 
we are going to salvage the 
entire crop, but the history 
of the junior college in Cali­ 
fornia will prove that a suf­ 
ficient number are salvaged 
to warrant keeping them in 
school for at least a year. 
Even the University of Cali­ 
fornia. which only permits the 
top lbrb of our high school 
graduates to enter, permits 
them to stay a year and many 
of the weaker students do 
make good the second semes­ 
ter. Some of the ones who do 
not make good the second 
semester at the university 
come back to the junior col­ 
lege wrhere they are given an­ 
other chance and, surprising­ 
ly, make good under a little 
additional “sympathetic home 
treatm ent.” 
Let us take a few examples 
of the so called “late bloom­ 
er” or “slow starter”: 
Student X came to Marin 
from Bakersfield Junior Col­ 
lege with, an average grade of 
1.20 (D plus). Under s o m e 


plans w hich I have h e a r d 
about recently, he w o u l d 
never have been permitted to 
attend his second semester at 
Bakersfield and certainly on 
the basis of his record there, 
should never have been ad­ 
mitted to Marin. At Marin his 
grade average for courses tak­ 
en. at Marin was 2.9 (nearly a 
B Averagei... He wanted to be 
a medical doctor. After gradu­ 
ation at Marin he vac. admit­ 
ted to one of the leading med­ 
ical schools in the state. To­ 
day he is a very successful 
physician and surgeon in the 
East Bay. Was he wrorth a sec­ 
ond chance? I believe so. 
Let’s take a more recent 
case. Student Y came to us 
after having graduated from 
Marin Catholic High School 
with a very mediocre record. 
His average grade at the end 
of six semesters was 1.0 (D 
average). He probably h a d 
been “on the carpet” more 
than any other student we had 
ever had. He was one of the 
best card players in the “Cafe­ 
teria 
Fraternity...” 
Nothing 
seemed to disturb him. and he 
should have been flunked out. 
However, our tests showed 
that he had an I.Q. of 127; not 
bad. when you consider that 
an I.Q. of 115 is considered by 
Dr. Conant to indicate an aca­ 
demically 
talented 
student. 
Finally, in 1954 Uncle Sam 
caught up with him and he 
served two years in the Army. 
On his discharge he wanted 
to return to Marin. 
The Dean of Men threw up 
his hands in despair. “Return 
to Marin? Never, if he had 
anything to say about it!” To 
make a long story short, I ap­ 
proved his return and he com­ 
pleted. 31 units with an aver­ 
age grade of 3.1 (B plus). He 
thee applied to a well known 
Bay Area university and was 
immediately 
denied, 
admis­ 
sion. Back he came to me. 
Armed with a letter from me, 
which fully outlined his prog­ 
ress, the university president 
admitted him. His grades have 
been thoroughly satisfactory 
at this university. He will 
graduate in January and plans 
to continue for an additional 
year to secure a general sec­ 
ondary credential and teach 
in high school. The university 
is sure that he will be able to. 
Many of the cases do not 
turn out as happily; but I 
know, and count among my 
younger friends, many Marin 
County .residents and taxpay-

Try to avoid the price of a 
plumber, and you run into 
trouble. 
* 
It all started with the Idea 
that we should stop doing 
diapers by hand in the bath­ 
tub. Other clothes, too. 
So we bought a washing ma­ 
chine. That was months ago. 
And the idea turned out, for 
awhile, to be a fine one. 
The machine is one of those 
things in which you p l a c e 
dirty clothes, some soap, and 
then turn some knobs. After 
that the things churn around 
a bit and make interesting 
noises, lights flash and bells 
ring. Then you have a nice 
wad of wet laundry that you 
pick out and hang up. (We 
haven’t gotten to the auto­ 
matic drier stage.) 


THEN WE MOVED, and the 
washer, an old friend by that 
time, 'went right along with 
us. We simply hooked up 
some hoses to some faucets, 
and another big long black 
hose to a drainpipe that stood 
sturdily along a wall. 
Then we moved again. And 
that’s when I decided I was a 
better plumber and carpenter 
than I could hire. 
The first thing was that the 
previous owners had another 
kind of washing machine. It 
stood on a block of concrete 
that is fastened to more con­ 
crete in the floor. Our washer 
would not fit just right on that 
block, and first of all there 
were two metal things sticking 
out of it that had to be cut 
down. 


SO I SET ABOUT fooling 
the experts. First I borrowed 
a saw that could cut metal, 
and the lender gave me in­ 
structions on how I turned 
this thing and that to get the 
blade in the right position. 
So I sawed and sawed and 
sawed. It was like cutting 
frozen butter with a Christ­ 
mas card. It worked. Hour lat­ 
er, it worked. Then I cut the 
other metal thing off. 
The only way, I devined, 
that I could get the washer 
to sit on that block was to 
build a little wooden platform 


on the block. That’s simple, I 
thought. And hours later, with 
blood pouring from my finger­ 
tips, I had built the platform. 
I even put a fancy metal strip­ 
ping along the front edge to 
make it look professional. It’s 
a little lop-sided. 
But I did something else 
real smart. Before I moved 
that little old washing ma­ 
chine in there, I purchased a 
pipe for the drain, and before 
thatol rented a b ig p i p e 
wrench to remove the nipple 
of the old pipe. Otherwise the 
pipe for the drain would not 
fit. This is really getting tech­ 
nical. But we big contractors 
always like to throw around 
words that no one else under­ 
stands. 


WELL, ANYWAY, I got the 
drain pipe on and we pushed 
the machine into place. Then 
with an old wooden spoon I 
poked around behind the ma­ 
chine to straighten, out all 
those hoses and cords to get 
them adjusted just right. The 
main difficulty in that oper­ 
ation was stomach. It kept get­ 
ting in the way. 


We sent a small boy behind 
there to try to get the drain 
hooked, but he didn’t under­ 
stand what we were talking 
about, and he kept darting out 
front to ask us what we were 
doing. He’s still asking. 


AS A MATTER of fact the 
drain pipe was too low. I 
mean 1 can’t fit the drain hose 
into it. And I’ll be blamed if 
1*11 move out the washer again 
loosen all those hoses a n d 
cords and get out the drain 
pipe. Plumber could probably 
put an extension on it in a 


He’s not going to get a 
chance. I’ve searched high and 
low for some kind of an ex­ 
tension — plastic or some­ 
thing. Store people are look­ 
ing at me with a sort of vague 
distrust. 
But I think I’ve hit on a 
solution. Maybe one of those 
chrome tailpipe extensions. 
Then I'll get s o m e t a p e 
and . . . 


Mrs. Foley, no responsible 
fluoriiatlonist maintains for 
a moment, that proper nutri­ 
tion is NOT' essential to good 
dental, health. In fact, nutri­ 
tion and regular toothbrush- 
ing are basic. But fluoridated 
water, in those areas (like Ma­ 
rin) wrhere the level of fluor­ 
ide in water is not adequate 
to make teeth decay-resistant, 
can provide great assistance. 
The U.S. Public Health Serv­ 
ice tells us that it can reduce 
the amount of decay normal 
teeth are heir to by two- 
thirds. 
Look at it this way: dentists 
have been saying for years 
that improper diet (for ex­ 
ample, candy and pop* is in­ 
jurious to teeth, yet this has 
not cut. the rate of tooth de­ 
cay any more than the cancer 
scare has cut the consumption, 
of cigarets. But since we have 
in fluoridated water, 'which, 
is so highly recommended by 
physicians and dentists, a pre­ 
ventive wrhich can r e d u c e 
tooth decay, it seems at once 
ludicrous and tragic that we 
do not adopt it as soon pos­ 
sible. . . . 
Think not, Mrs. Foley, that 
you are alone in your desire 
for adequate diet for all. But 
do think that fluoride as an 
element added to your diet 
can help to maintain healthy 
teeth. The cost is less than 25c 
a ycpr.

Atomic Experts' Disarmament Plan 
Has Holes But Worth Discussing 


A touching story of young 
love was unfolded in Flatbush 
when a local beauty and her 
fiance, sheduled to be married 
in a big church wedding six 
weeks later, eloped to Mary­ 
land. “Why did you do it?" 
sobbed the bride’s m o t h e r 
when she returned. “Y o u r 
wedding would have been a 
social 
trium ph.” 
Daughter 
sought to soothe her with “We 
thought we’d better get mar­ 
ried fast before we got. sick 
of each other.” 


While another presidential 
committee is searching for a 
U. S. disarmament policy, one 
of the most informed critics 
of the administration’s past 
disarmament programs h a s 
come forward with a new and 
concrete proposal of his owrn. 
Its author is Thomas E. 
Murray, a long time member 
of the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission and now consultant to 
the Joint Congressional Com­ 
mittee on Atomic Energy. His 
knowledge a n d experience 
give him the credentials to 
speak out. His ideas should 
not be lightly dismissed. 
It seems to me that Murray 
has made a strong case for the 
kind of disarmament he wants 
to achieve and a debatable 
case for the method by which 
he aims to achieve it. 


HIS PURPOSE is to dis­ 
mantle the capacity of any 
nation to use “violence” to 
further political ends. He de­ 
fines violence as the use of 
military' power in such an ex­ 
tensive, indiscriminating, or 
even unlimited measure and 
manner as threatens the ex­ 
istence of all mankind. 
His purpose is to retain the 
use of force either to serve 
the national interest or to put 
it behind international law. 
He defines “force” as the use 
of mi.li.tary power in such, a 
lim.it.ed measure and in such 
a discriminating: manner that 
its use can be made to serve 
legitimate political goals. 
It seems to me that Murray 
is talking honestly and can­ 
didly. He is saying that to 
propound grandiose disarma­ 
ment schemes to d i s c a r d 
everything is either foolhardy 
or misleading. -He believes 
that discriminate force must 
be retained as defense against 
aggression and also be avail­ 
able to serve collective secur­ 
ity through the IJ. N. or other 
organizations. 


IN HIS SPEECH outlining 
his concept before the Insti­ 
tute of World Affairs in Pasa­ 


dena, Murray put it this way: 
“The past decade has been 
an era of terror because over 
it has hung the threat of vio­ 
lence — uncontrolled, unlim­ 
ited, both politically and mor­ 
ally absurd. Our immediate 
and urgent purpose, there­ 
fore, must be to effect an or­ 
derly dismantling of the Era 
of Terror, by dissipating this 
threat of violence.” 
His concrete proposal for 
doing this has two parts: 
1 — That an international 
agency be constituted and lo­ 
cated on neutral, territory and 
empowered to supervise the 
systematic destruction of the 
megaton 
weapons 
in 
t h e 
American and Soviet stock­ 
piles. 
2 — That the destruction be 
done on a matching basis, 
weapon by equal weapon, that 
each side hand over to the 
agency one megaton w'eapon 
at a time, beginning with the 
highest range. 


THERE ARE certainly some 
questions which must be rais­ 
ed concerning the 
method 
Murray proposed to achieve 
his purpose. 
He proposes megaton dis­ 
armament without verification 
If Russia wants such disarm­ 
ament. as much as we do, why 
shouldn’t she accept inspec­ 
tion? 
He says: “We must assume 
that the Soviet s t o c k p i l e 
matches our owrn.” But what 
if ours docrn’t match Rus­ 
sia’s? Then the Soviets will 
be left with undestroyed me­ 
gaton bombs. 
Under the Murray plan, 
neither side would know what*, 
if any, the other side had left* 
Wouldn’t that create intoler­ 
able tension? 
1 am not suggesting that 
Murray may not have good an­ 
swers for these questions I 
am suggesting that he has be­ 
gun a constructive, timely de­ 
bate and that his proposals 
deserve the most searching 
consideration.

Frozen Food Weight Hearing 


W in d s Up W ith Deadlock 


SACRAMENTO (CPC— A dead­ 
lock among food packers and 
weights and measures officials 
has halted a hearing on wheth­ 
er the state should permit froz­ 
en food and, frankfurter pack­ 
ers to put less In their pack­ 
ages than the wrapper speci­ 
fies. 
The hearing was called to 
consider a proposal of the west­ 
ern food packers that they be 
permitted a weight, tolerance 
on. 32 types of frozen foods and 
pack*fed frank furters. 
William Kuhrt, chief of the 
state Division of Markets, said 
yesterday that the hearing was 
halted when “the frozen food 
packers couldn't agree with the 
county sealers (of weights and 
meaatiring laws),, and the seal­ 
ers 
couldn’t 
agree 
among 
themselves." 
The packers’ original propos­ 
al would have permit ed short­ 
ages of from 3 to 12 per cent 
in food packages. The use of 
packing machines which turn 
out up to 300 packages per 
minute made it difficult to get 
the exact weight in each pack­ 
age, they claimed. 
But the state consumer coun­ 
sel, Mrs. Helen Nelson of Mill 
Valley, in her fitst appearance 
on behalf of California buyers, 
said purchasers had come to 
trust weights and measures on 
food packages and any toler­ 
ance on that weight would re­ 
sult in a loss of trust. 
In addition, she said, it would 


amount to an increase in price 
on the food because the buyer 
would be getting less for his 
money. 
The food packing industry 
suggested that meetings be 
held in February to come up 
with a more firm proposal on 
frozen food weight tolerances. 
If such an agreement can be 
drawn up, the hearing will con­ 
tinue April 12 to determine 
whether food packages legally 
could be shorted in weight.

West Marin Men 
Adjudged Guilty 


Two W est M arin men have 
been found guilty by Judge 
David R. Baty in Northwest Ma­ 
rin Judicial District court on 
charges of maliciously damag­ 
ing a half-mile stretch of log­ 
ging road with a bulldozer and 
carryall on Nov. 14 on the Lake

between Bolinas and 
Olema.
